Here are surprising 
facts about remodeling costs for modernizing 


a typical obsolete home. You can do it, too!

ot one in a thousand can see his home as others see it. 
And equally as many can’t see the possibilities latent in 
their homes for greater beauty and more comfort. 

So when we heard that the United States Gypsum Company 
was conducting another one of its research projects on 
remodeling costs, to determine just how expensive it would 
be to-modernize an obsolete dwelling, we reserved for publi- 
cation in House BEAUTIFUL the “before” and “after” photo- 
graphs of the transformation and the cost information. On 
the front cover, and on the next five pages, you can see for 
yourself just how little had to be done to accomplish so much. 
It’s easy—if you know how. 

The costs given for each room include coct cf materials 
and labor.“They do not include the contractor’s profit, or 
any costs for new furnishings. (Much of the “before” furni- 
ture was used by recovering, slipcovering, refinishing, etc.) 
Labor rates are those of Chicago, which are usually higher 


than the majority of other cities. So if these dollar totals 
are a pleasant surprise to you, you might find your own 
local bids to be still pleasantly lower.

FACT: Tests on a typical family wash show 
it took almost three hours less to iron 143 
pieces with electric ironer than with hand iron. 
But you must practice to match that record! 


FICTION: “I don’t need a home freezer 
when my grocer keeps frozen foods.” 
FACT: Only with your own freezer can you 
indulge your food tastes, and save time in 
meal preparation by quantity cooking, freezing 
excess; avoid waste by freezing left-overs. 


FICTION: ‘“‘It takes so long to defrost my 
refrigerator, it’s a chore to do it often.” 
FACT: It’s “old hat” to defrost a refrigerator 
overnight when you can do it in 20 minutes. 
Empty ice trays. Fill with boiling hot water. 
Put pan of hot water on bottom shelf. 


FICTION: ‘All heating pads are alike.’ 
FACT: Higher-priced pads provide three de- 
grees of heat. Less expensive pads offer speed, 
not temperature control. They can be set to 
heat up at low, medium, high speed, but once 
up, temperature can’t be lowered. 


FICTION :“‘Dishwashers may break dishes.” 
FACT: Once dishes are arranged in washer 
basket, they don’t move, so fewer dishes are 
broken when dishes are washed mechanically 
than by hand. They dry themselves, so there’s 
less chance of breakage by slipping. 


FICTION: ‘Automatic washers dry, too.” 
FACT: Automatic-cycle washers do not dry 
clothes. But water-removal cycle leaves many 
light-weight. clothes as damp as when sprin- 
kled. Heavier fabrics, such as sheets, are much 
too wet to iron, need preliminary drying. 


FICTION: “It won’t damage small appli- 
ances to immerse in water.” 

FACT: Water is ruinous, short-circuiting heat- 
ing elements. Most appliances can be cleaned 
by brushing or wiping with damp cloth. Rinse 
percolators with water, but don’t immerse. 


FICTION: ‘Dishwashers waste water.” 
FACT: Average dishwasher holds service for 
eight, consumes about four gallons of water 
for operation. For few plates dishwasher may 
use more water than hand-washing, so run 
washer only when loaded. 


FICTION: “Electric ironers are more eX- 
pensive to operate than hand irons.” 

FACT: You are not consuming any more elec- 
tricity, since you can save several hours’ time 
by using an ironer instead of a hand iron. It 
costs about 20¢ to run ironer for week’s wash. 


FICTION: “Clothes won’t be sweet-smell- 
ing unless dried out of doors.” 

FACT: Tumbler dryer gently tosses clothes 
about in an atmosphere of warm, fresh air, which 
leaves them sweet. But plan good ventilation 


where dryer is installed, to avoid condensation.

FICTION: “Water needs to be excessively 
hot for efficient clothes washing.” 

FACT: Temperature of water need not be as 
hot as thought previously—110° is ideal for 
most fabrics. Vital consideration is clean water 
for each load of clothes. 


FICTION: “I don’t need an electric roaster 
because I already have an oven.” 

FACT: The portable roaster offers you a sec- 
ond oven so necessary for those times when 
you are baking two dishes which require dif- 
ferent temperatures, like biscuits and a soufflé. 


FICTION: “Dishwashers leave film.” 

FACT: When 140°-160° water is used, dishes 
show no film under microscope, are much 
cleaner than hand-washed because 150° water, 
which kills most bacteria, is too hot for hands. 


FICTION: “Electric cookery is slow.” 
FACT: Such criticism was justified when re- 
ferring to electric ranges made 10 to 15 years 
ago. But surface elements of electric ranges 
now heat up quickly with new developments in 
materials and design of these heating units. 


FICTION: “Vacuum cleaners still pick 
up dirt when bag is full.” 

FACT: If you don’t keep the bag empty, you'll 
cut down cleaner’s efficiency about 75%. For 
if dust clogs pores of bag, force of suction may 


be destroyed, and filtering is slowed down. 


FICTION: “I’m afraid to use electric 
dryer because it might scorch clothes.” 
FACT: New dryers are thermostatically con- 
trolled, can’t scorch clothes. But lint trap must 
be cleaned out frequently, so lint itself doesn’t 
scorch and get blown on to clothes. 


FICTION: “If fuses blow frequently, just 
put in heavier fuse.” 

FACT: Fuses are safety valves. A larger size 
fuse than specified puts too heavy a load on 
wiring, causes blinking of lights, inefficient 
appliance operation. Plan adequate wiring. 


FICTION: “Clothes don’t last as long 
when washed in a mechanical washer as 
by hand.”’ 

FACT: Tests prove that action of mechanical 
washer is not nearly as weakening to clothes 
as hard rubbing on a washboard. Soap is rinsed 


2» out more completely, giving longer life. 


FICTION: “An electric ironer won’t iron 
both frilly things and flat work.” 

FACT: The ironer can do anything, if you'll 
have the patience to master it. So don’t expect 
to turn out a shirt in 7 minutes or manipulate 
a ruffle until you’ve practiced for some time.

@ Harwell Hamilton Harris is one of that 
group of men who are making the domestic 
architecture of California admired and copied 
throughout the world. What his houses have, 
above all else, is a sense of the importance 
of the persons living in them, rather than a 
concern for impressing guests or neighbors 
with an overpowering facade. They have a 
general air of hospitality, a definite independ- 
ence, and an association on equal terms with 
their neighbors. They are in the great tradi- 
tion of American architecture, a design me- 
dium which is as vital and genuine an expres- 
sion of the American spirit as the works of 
Emerson or Whitman. In the houses of this 
young and growing tradition, the people, the 
plan, the structure, the furnishings, and the 
garden become one living whole—an integra- 
tion seldom achieved in houses of the past. 

American architecture, developing in Chi- 
cago in the last part of the nineteenth century, 
was brought to California after 1900 with 
the influx of Middle Westerners, who trans- 
formed many parts of Southern California 
into replicas of Chicago’s North Shore 
residential districts. There were other in- 
fluences, too, in the development of the Cali- 
fornia house. The friendly climate made 
living less constricted, and houses expanded 
like the luxuriant vines that covered their 
porches and arbors. It was in this architec- 
tural milieu that the young Harris, the son of 
an architect, passed his formative years. 

Harris looks upon the free-standing, indi- 
vidually owned house as one of the brightest 
flowers of American culture. He will go to 
any extreme to avoid sacrificing it to the 
European design formula of building row or 
group housing as a means of meeting rising 
costs. This has called for skillful planning 
on his part and has resulted in houses often 
almost diminutive in size yet possessing the 
dignity, privacy, and other amenities of houses 
many times as large. He is adroit in the use 
of inexpensive building materials, and his 
houses demonstrate that the elegance of a 
material is not in its cost but in the under- 
standing with which it is used. 

A client is likely to be struck with the 
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apparent reluctance with which Harris begins 
the design of a house. This is due to his un- 
willingness to commit himself to any scheme 
for building until the client’s scheme for 
living has become completely clear. Conse- 
quently, the design of the house grows natur- 
ally out of the owner’s needs and so is free 
of any evidence of cutting or adding. No 
matter how small or large its dimensions, it 
has the air of having been born, not made, a 
feeling of adequacy and completeness. 

Harris confesses that he felt as though he 
had expressed everything he ever felt or be- 
lieved about life and architecture when he 
finished his first house. But with each suc- 
ceeding client, each posing a different indi- 
vidual problem, he discovered that every new 
job was an invitation to explore architecture 
further—which he has done with character- 
istic sincerity and intensity. 

He countenances none of the rubber-stamp 
clichés that mark the commonly popular 
period styles. Houses he designs are fresh, 
original, untouched by imported influence or 
passing design fads, visually unlike anything 
that has gone before, yet completely sound 
and right for their owners. (One such house 
by Harwell Harris was shown in House BEAUv- 
TIFUL, August, 1944.) 

He is particularly adept at designing houses 
on hilly, irregular sites. He creates pattern 
from the building materials themselves, uses 
lots of hardboard, plywood, redwood siding, 
and glass—whole walls of it. He makes ceil- 
ing lines interesting, often with clerestory 
windows that give rooms excellent light with- 
out wasting wall space. A cost-saving, yet 
highly effective device of his is to finish 
floors with wood borders, laying grass mat- 
ting in the floor flush with the borders. He 
believes in and designs terraces and gardens 
level with and a step away from living areas. 

To Harwell Harris, American culture (and 
therefore residential architecture) is based 
on a belief in the supreme importance of the 
individual man. He is convinced that a house 
tailored to your needs can give you a greater 
sense of your individual self, stimulate you to 
more productive living. He designs to that end.

The place. Lilies like sun or light shade overhead and cool soil for 
eir roots. So don’t plant them in hot, dry, sunny locations, as against 
ne south side of a building, but in the open garden among low-growing 
owers or in the light shade of distant trees, tall shrubs and evergreens. 
Jon’t let them tangle with thick mats of tree, shrub or plant roots, 
owever. Lilies grow well on north facing slopes. 
The soil. Fussy soil mixtures aren’t necessary for lilies. An average 
warden loam will do. Avoid thin or sandy soils, or clay. 
| Add humus. The trick with lilies, with the exception of Madonna Lily, 
s to fill the soil with humus. Where you intend to plant the bulbs, 
vile on a four-inch layer of peat moss, very old manure, leaf mold, or 
rumbly compost from your compost pile. Dust bone meal over the top 
nd dig all this deeply into the soil, mixing thoroughly down to 
Orerel 2”. 
Give them drainage. No lily wants wet feet; plant on sloping ground 
necessary and avoid all low places where rain water collects. Humus 
ghtens clay soil, and sand can be added, too, but don’t plant lilies 
vhere there’s heavy clay underneath. 

How to plant. Set lily bulbs in deep holes with roots spread out. 
Place bulbs with the top of the bulb at the depth below ground level

from the nearest Italian or French 
or kosher bakery. The shape of the 
joaves won’t matter; round or flat 
or long, they'll break up into fine 
morsels, ready in a basket for the 
paté to adorn them. 

Saiad, t seems, is something 
that often irightens people who 
are brave as tions about the intrica- 
cies of a sauce or soup. They have 
had one or two failures, due mainly 
to over-eagerness, and then they are 
convince2 that all lettuce wilts for 
them, and all vinegar is too sour. 

The best approach to a salad, at 
any time of the year, but more so 
during the dog-days, is one of com- 
plete nonchalance. Keep both it 
and yourself cool, as well as simple! 

Paul Reboux insists that a good 
salad should never have more than 
three things in it, and this is a 
pretty good rule to follow. He 
also says, and most men will agree, 
that a bowlful of nothing but let- 
tuce is worse than no salad at all, 
and should be served only to rab- 
bits. Here is a compromise, the 
kind that I would make for a sum- 
mer night: 


SALAD 


Chicory (the very curly kind called frisé 
in France and endive in California) 

Tiny spinach leaves 

Romaine, watercress, lettuce 

Basic French dressing 

Pinch of curry powder 

2 or 3 chopped hard-boiled eggs 

3 slices broiled crumbled bacon 

3 tablespoons dry grated Parmesan cheese 


Make the dressing of 1 part good 
vinegar to 3 parts good olive oil, 
with salt, fresh pepper, and a dry 
mustard to taste. (No sugar! ) 

Add a pinch of curry powder, 
which will give a nutty flavor com- 
pletely divorced from its own. Mix 
well and put in bottom of generous 
bowl. 

Have all the greens chilled and 
thoroughly dry. Pull into. eatable 
pieces. Put the comparatively 
tougher ones like the spinach and 
chicory into the bowl and coat 
lightly with the dressing. Add the 
tenderer greens, but do not mix. 
Sprinkle the egg, the bacon, and 
lastly the cheese over the whole. 
Serve at once, tossing lightly at the 
last minute. 

This salad can be varied ad in- 
finitum but never ad nauseam, 
Small shrimps or anchovies in- 
stead of the bacon, shaved nut 
meats instead of the cheese, this 
or that, this or that. The trick is 
quickness, cold, and a plain honest 
dressing. 


About the paté: that is worth 
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much reading and thought, and 
fun to boot. There will probably 
never be another exactly like the 
one you remember from the little 
restaurant in Paris, so accept that 
fact without grimness or regret, 
and see what Escoffier or your 
favorite headwaiter has to say on 
the subject. A self-respecting paté 
is dependent entirely on the per- 
son who makes it, and can be any- 
thing between a sheepish imita- 
tion of the inimitable paté de foie 
gras truffé de Strasbourg and a 
slice of glorified cold meat loaf. 


Here, too, compromise is best. 
It is futile to try to make chicken 
livers taste like goose livers, and

church-supper or boarding-school 
meat loaves to find even glorified 


ones really enjoyable. 

A paté to excite any July-weary 
palate should have all or most of 
it should 
be rich and heady, that is, made 


the following attributes:

smooth, so that it will spread unctu-

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“seraps’), 6 ounces each of pork 
and veal, 14% pounds of bacon. Fin- 
ish with 1 egg, salt, and 3 table- 
spoons of brandy for each pound 
of the forcemeat. Put through a 
fine sieve. 

Line the terrine with the mari- 
nated bacon, and then fill it with 
alternating layers of forcemeat, 
hare, bacon (and truffles! ). Cover 
with bacon and sprinkle on the 
thyme and bay and whatever spices 
you please. Put on the lid, set in a 
pan of water, and cook in a slow 
oven. The paté will be done when 
the grease that has risen to the 
top is quite clear; as long as it is 
cloudy the meat is not cooked. 
When done take from the oven, let 
cool well, and put into the refrig- 
erator for at least 24 hours before 
serving. 


IS is obviously a long, if not 
Te performance. There are 
two other ways of having a decent 
paté to serve: cheating, or buying 
one from a good restaurant or 
caterer. The latter is probably the 
better method, but I have often 
made a very edible if dishonest 
terrine by skimping on the almost 
unprocurable bacon, using good 
smoked liverwurst in place of 
forcemeat (which would make 
Escoffier whirl in his tomb, and 
rightly), marinating slices of ripe 
olives instead of truffles, and using 
nothing more glamorous than a rab- 
bit from my neighbor’s hutches. 
I’ve been generous with spices, in- 
cluding mustard, and with brandy. 
And if there hasn’t been enough 
of the bland beautiful “butter” on 
the top, I have cheated further and 
added a little of the real thing, 
melted, before I let the terrine cool. 
I must admit to success, too—even 
at the expense of my gastronomical 
principles, and even in July.

(This is a point very often overlooked by 


rust working again. The safest procedure is to seal the sur- 
face with a metal primer which retards formation of rust. 
Use red lead or a prepared metal primer. Then apply a good 
durable enamel, such as Ripolin (The Glidden Co., Cleveland, 
Ohio), which has enough oil so paint film won't dry and 
crack, but yet won’t soften up from body heat. 
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When washing at home, use lukewarm water and rich suds 
of bland soap. Don’t rub, but simply douse the blanket up and 
down through the suds. Use several sudsings, if necessary. 
Rinse at least twice in lukewarm water. Gradually squeeze 
water out, but don’t twist like a sheet. Remove what water 
you can by hand, then place blanket between absorbent turk- 
ish towels and pat out excess. Lay clean sheet over clothes- 
line and hang blanket to dry, pulling edges straight as it dries. 
(Don’t hang in direct sunlight.) When dry, press the rayon 
binding lightly. 

To store: spread about a half pound of naphthalene moth 
balls in folds of blanket, wrap in clean paper, and place in 
cardboard box.

@ Henry Dreyfuss is an industrial designer 
whose chief preoccupation is finding ways and 
means of making a product perform better. 
“Does it work as easily as it might?” is the 
question which is paramount with Henry Drey- 
fuss when he evaluates a new design. It is gen- 
erally supposed that an industrial designer 
concerns himself primarily with the appear- 
ance of a product; Dreyfuss is prone to take 
good appearance for granted, as an inevitable 
characteristic of a sound design. 

His clients include such firms as the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, New York Central 
System, Consolidated Vultee Aircraft, and 
American Export Lines, as well as producers 
of bathroom fixtures, household appliances, 
clocks, and other products for the home. 

Dreyfuss finds much fascination in devising 
a clock winder that can fit virtually all sizes 
of hands, or in studying a vacuum cleaner to 
see if he can make it lighter or lower so that 
it can get into odd corners. Always that same 
query is there: “Can we make it work more 
easily?” 

-This over-riding attention to function rather 
than to form is not an exclusive Dreyfuss 
characteristic, by any means, for it has long 
been a dominant force with our better design- 
ers. But Dreyfuss is one of its foremost ex- 
ponents and has ranked as one of our top-flight 
designers almost from the moment he opened 
his office in New York fifteen years ago. 

Like so many other designers, Dreyfuss 
drifted into the designing profession from the 
theater. At 19 he did stage sets, a faculty which 
has stood him in good stead constantly, and 
finally reached its climax in the gigantic in- 
terior of the Perisphere of the New York 
World’s Fair, where he was given the task of 
dramatizing the two basic themes of the Fair 
in a performance that took no more than six 


minutes. 
He is facile in his designing and quite often 
sees the solution of the problem immediately, 


tries other approaches, and returns to his orig- 
inal idea and refines it. He never has more 
clients than he can personally handle and has 
persistently restricted his staff to a very small 
number. A great deal of his work is collabora- 
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tively developed with engineers attached to the 
staffs of his clients, and his name is often not 
directly associated with the products on which 
he has been working. He likes to feel that 
his influence extends to all the products of his 
clients, not solely to the one on which he 
is consulted. 

His research to see if better chairs and 
sleeping equipment can be devised for planes, 
trains, or ships is a continuous process which 
has absorbed him for a decade, and it is clear 
that important innovations will emerge in his 
first postwar models. It is quite likely that 
household furniture and bedding will ulti- 
mately reflect some of his experimentation 
with new materials and new constructions. 

His preference for working with scaled 
models rather than with sketches is almost 
tantamount to a fixation. A full floor in a 
Chicago building was recently cleared for 
him so that he could try out three-dimension- 
ally some of his ideas about postwar bathroom 
fixtures. They are developed in plaster or in 
wood but serve his purpose well enough. He 
recently kept 58 persons in a model of a trans- 
port plane for 24 hours in order to test his 
ideas about the flexibility of the chairs, the 
merits of his new sleeping arrangement, and 
the plan of the dining and gaming quarters. 
His work in the living rooms, dining rooms, 
and bedrooms of ships, trains, and planes is 
providing us with a glimpse of what the home 
of the future may ultimately offer us in in- 
numerable convenience features. 

About 25 per cent of his time is spent trav- 
eling around the country to his clients’ fac- 
tories. He is gregarious, talks easily, has many 
friends, can cook well, and dislikes driving a 
car because he hates to sit still for any length 
of time. He likes collecting odd bits of infor- 
mation, so that he can tell you quite readily 
that 8 per cent of the people are lefthanded. 
This quirk for statistics springs, however, 
from a deep-rooted impulse to study mass 
trends and mass characteristics. Dreyfuss has 
never undertaken the designing of exclusive 
products for restricted sale; mass production 
is his bailiwick. His influence is correspond- 
ingly widespread.

A cloudy, windless day makes for ideal planting 
weather, so aim for this if possible, In any case, pro- 


tect plants from sun and wind. Keep the roots moist 


When plants are delivered, set the bare rooted ones first. You will find that 

the roots have been “puddled” (when they were dug and the roots shaken 

@ free of earth, they were dipped into a thin mixture of soupy mud, giving 

the tiny roots a protective mud pack to keep air from reaching them). If you 
cannot plant for a few hours, it is a good idea to re-puddle them and lay them in 
a shady place, covering them with a piece of wet burlap. If you cannot plant 
them for several days, they should be “heeled-in.” This means digging a shallow 
trench, laying the plants on their sides on the ground with roots in the trench, 
and covering the roots with earth in a sort of temporary planting process. With 
balled and burlapped plants (B&B), the first consideration is to keep the balls 
intact, for a loose ball is worse than no ball at all. Never lift a B&B plant by 
its top, for this causes all the weight of the plant to pull on the precious fibrous 


roots. Instead, put your hands under the ball and lift the plant with the weight 
of the ball resting on your hands. Be sure that the ball does not dry out, but do 
not wet it so much that it becomes muddy or soggy. Stand plants out of the sun 
\iting planting—away from wind at all times. If you cannot plant for 

, stand plants upright in a shady place, and cover the balls with 

oss, or wet burlap A iys remember that wind as well as sun

Dig your holes on the large size and be generous 
with topsoil. Check the depths of holes so that plants 


will stand at the same grade they did in the nursery 





First of the planting operations is loosening the subsoil at the bottom of 

each hole with a shovel or spading fork. Next spread at least six inches of 

@ topsoil in each hole, checking grades to be sure of your depths. Plant your 
bare rooted plants first, since they are the most perishable. Hold the plant in the 
hole, spreading out the roots in their natural directions, and shovel enough top- 
soil in to keep the plant erect. When the hole is about 7% full of soil, water around 
the roots to make sure there are no air pockets. Use a hose without a nozzle and 
with water turned on slowly; poke the soil into all nooks and crannies with a 
blunt stick. Now fill in the rest of the hole with topsoil, making sure the plant 
is standing straight. When planting balled and burlapped plants, set the plant in 
the hole, at proper grade and with 6 inches of topsoil underneath. Loosen the 
burlap from the top and sides. Never try to pull the burlap out from under the 
plant, as it will disturb the ball. The burlap will soon rot away, but you may cut 
away any excess with a sharp knife. Push the topsoil in thoroughly under the 
ball, and add more topsoil until the hole is 7% full. Water to remove air pockets, 
and then fill to grade. With both bare rooted plants and those balled and bur- 
lapped, next cover the entire area of the hole with your mulch material about 2 
to 3 inches thick. Then form a ring of topsoil at the edge of the plant pit to hold 
rainwater. Generally speaking, it is a good idea to give new plantings a thorough 
soaking once a week for the first season. Let the hose run slowly for several 
hours, so that the water will get down to the roots. Pruning back after planting 
is a “must” for all plants. A good general rule is to remove about 4% of the top 
erowth, taking care to preserve the general character and shape. Lack of proper 
pruning after planting will make your shrubs grow thin and leggy, and you 
will soon find that you do not have the full, healthy specimen you had pictured,

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then he heard that a Mr. Duff had 
every intention of beating that date. 
Carte found out that even then (in 
April) Duff's agents were trying 
to buy Japanese costumes in Lon- 
don as similar to the ones used at 
the Savoy Theater as they could 
get. So D’Oyly Carte’s first move 
was to buy up all the good Japa- 
nese costumes in all of London and 
Paris. But this was only a tempo- 
rizing move. Carte knew that he 
had to do something more drastic. 
He decided to organize a secret ex- 
pedition of a company from Lon- 
don to New York. 

It was Carte, of 
course, that if the slightest hint of 


obvious to 


such a plan were to leak out, Mr. 
Duff in New York would have the 
news by cable overnight. But he 
went ahead. Imagine how many 
people have to be hired, trained 
and costumed, how many steamship 
tickets have to be bought, how 
many passport visas have to be ob- 
tained, how many details have to be 
arranged in order to ship a 
whole company of actors, actresses 
and chorus people to New York!

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What do you winter-over in your 
Kale, 


actually grow under a covering of 


garden? perhaps. It will 
snow if the temperatures don’t fall 
too low. Broccoli, maybe, especial- 
ly if you live south of Long Island. 
The long-season broccoli kinds are 
slower to develop and even hardier 
than the green-sprouting variety. In 
the Middle Atlantic states you may 
over-winter spinach ‘with a light 
mulching of straw. Dandelions, of 
course. If you haven’t eaten culti- 
vated dandelions, you have no idea 
how tender and how richly flavor- 
some they can be. Corn salad (fet- 
ticus) planted within the next four 
weeks will produce a crop next 
March. And parsnips and salsify 
taste better after a long winter. 
Do you remember the old fisher- 
man in “Captains Courageous” who 
was always ready to argue the mer- 
its of green manuring? Give him a 
thought toward the end of this 
month if you find a few empty rows 
in your home garden. You don’t 
have to sow winter rye or domestic 
rye-grass by the acre to prove the 
practice worth while. It will repay 
the trouble and the cost of the seed 
many times over in a garden as 
small as fifty by one hundred feet. 
Scatter it broadcast among your 
cabbages at the final hoeing. Hack

it in with a hoe or one of those 
multi-toothed hand-cultivators. Plan 
to sow it where the summer 
squashes or the early corn come 
out. If your land lies on a slope, 
it will keep the rich topsoil from 
washing in winter storms. Its roots 
will aérate the top foot or two of 
your garden ground, and its green 
tufts next spring will rot within a 
fortnight of the time they are 
turned under, adding measurably 


to the fertility of next year’s crops. 


F THE frosts of autumn put an 

end to your gardening in Sep- 
tember, try extending the season 
this year with a few cold frames 
and sashes. Even one or two 6’ x 3’ 
frames will produce a good batch 
of Grand Rapids or Simpson let- 
tuces, a welcome crop of late rad- 
ishes, garden cress, mustard, pep- 
pergrass, parsley, and salad fixings 
generally. Leave off the glass en- 
tirely until frost threatens. Venti- 
late freely during late Indian sum- 
mer days; more cautiously in No- 
vember. Open the sash only during 
the warmest part of sunny days in 
early winter, and cover the whole 
frame with matting or a few layers 
of old feed sacks when the first real 
hard freezes of December arrive. 
In this way you can provide your 
table with a green salad bowl for 
Thanksgiving and Christmas.

ee, thing to remember is that chrysan- 
themums like sun part of the day, at least. 
Give them soil that is not heavy and wet, 
for too much moisture, particularly in win- 
ter, is unhealthy for them. But don’t give 
them extra-rich soil. Average loam and the 
amount of plant food needed to grow a good 
zinnia or snap bean will also produce loads 
of chrysanthemums. 

Don’t expect good results if you allow 
your plants to grow undivided year after 
year in the same spot. Most mums run out 
unless they’re separated every year or so in 
the spring. A single rooted stem will make 
a big clump in a season if the tips of the 
young shoots are nipped back two or three 
times in the early part of the season. 

All mums benefit from a light mulch for 
the winter. Use whatever is handy, such as 
Christmas tree boughs, salt hay, straw, ex- 
celsior, corn cob meal, or buckwheat hulls. 

Plants grown in tubs or window boxes 
must be removed before the ground freezes, 
and reset in a coldframe or open garden, 
preferably against a south-facing wall. 

Things to look for, when selecting plants 
in bloom are healthy foliage, good branch- 
ing habit and plenty of buds. Plants having 
dead foliage at the base or long spindly 
bare stems are poor specimens which will 
make a sparse showing and need staking 
to hold the flower clusters up. 

American plant breeders have developed, 
in recent years, several strains which have 
proved, by test, that theyre good. Here’s a 
representative dozen to buy now in bloom 
or for spring planting: double lavender- 
pink Improved Dean Kay; single salmon- 
red Louise Schling; double Lavender Lady; 
double peach-pink Mrs. Pierre S. du Pont; 
pompon September Gold; bronze pompon 
Mme. Chiang Kai-shek; gold-bronze, semi- 
double Rheingold; double yellowish-pink 
Harmony; semi-double Coral Sea; white 
single Silver Moon; single bronze-yellow 
Arctic Queen; and lavender-pink pompon 
Pohatcong. “Cushion” mums begin blooming 
in summer and keep it up until hard frost. 
They’re available in a half dozen colors. 

Can home gardeners grow florist size flow- 
ers outdoors? Certainly! It’s commonly done 
in the South and Pacific Northwest. It’s 
possible even in the North, but you need 
more than average skill to succeed. Visit 
the 2nd annual exhibition of the Eastern 
States Chrysanthemum Society to be held 
October 26-28 at the New York Botanical 
Garden, Bronx Park, New York, N. Y., and 
you'll see what can be grown by amateurs 
in this part of the country.

© Edward Durell Stone’s influence on Amer- 
ican residential architecture can probably best 
be summed up by saying that he has given 
modern architecture a Southern accent. Or, to 
put it another way, he has brought classical 
grace to modern planning. He agrees with the 
great Louis Sullivan that “form follows func- 
tion,” but Stone disagrees with many of the 
moderns on the meaning of “function.” 

At the top of the list of: all the functions 
of architecture, he puts one all by itself— 
beauty. He sees no reason to reduce modern 
residential architecture to stark simplicity 
merely because modern factory architecture is 
stark and simple. “Machinery is naked,” he 
says. “People are not. The bathroom is for 
naked people—so the bathroom is naked. 
Drawing rooms are for people with beautiful 
clothes. And as for bedrooms, they too are 
living rooms, not hospital wards or sani- 
tariums that of necessity must be stark.” 

_ Some modern architects conceive their work 

as problems of “enclosing space,” and speak 
of houses as “machines for living.” Not so 
with Stone. To him, every house is the en- 
vironment in which a family settles down to 
live—and the problem to him is not one of 
enclosing space, but of enclosing people. All 
of his architecture reflects an intimate under- 
standing, not only of the pattern of daily life, 
but of the changes that occur through the 
years in the pattern of family life. 

His clients almost always become his friends 
—and that’s a profit to them, because the 
better Stone knows the people for whom he is 
working, the better the final house. 

“There’s a great difference,” Stone has said, 
“between how people really live and how they 


think they ought to live. It’s the architect’s 


business to find out enough about his clients 
to provide for the first rather than the second.” 
Once, he was having difiiculty adjusting 
the respective wishes of a man and his wife, 
until one of them confessed they were living 
together “only for the sake of appearance.” 
“So,” he added, “we built them a house 
that let them live distantly but reasonably 
happy together—and they tell me they've 
never got along so well together before.” 
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EET EDWARD STONE 


As further evidence of the importance that 
he attaches to an architect’s understanding his 
clients, he prepared several years ago a ques- 
tionnaire that went into the subject of his 
clients’ living habits extensively and_ inti- 
mately. He observed in one case that the prin- 
cipal source of happiness in the family was 
the genuinely fond relationship between the 
parents and the children. As a result, he gave 
the living room of that house a sensible, even 
if whimsically-named, “children’s corner,” 
with appropriately scaled furniture. 

Stone dislikes to take new clients to see 
his former work. It’s too likely to influence 
their tastes, and to induce them to say they 
want something they may not really want at 
all. No one house is typical of Stone. Each 
one is a product of Stone and the client. He 
once inscribed a water color of a client’s house 
this way: “Architects: Mr. and Mrs. John 
Doe; Edward D. Stone, Associate.” 

Some years ago he balked at designing an 
exhibition house for the “Average Family.” 
No, he said, people wouldn’t be interested in 
it—because even if a family is average now, 
it hopes to be better than average tomorrow. 
Everyone, he likes to say, lives in hope. So 
he designed a house that was nothing but an 
enclosed assembly of ideas; a dining room 
which, by the use of sliding walls, became first 
a recreation room, and then a guest bedroom; 
a bathroom which was convertible into a 
enclosed assembly of ideas; a dining room 
with glass walls that slid down into the ground. 

Stone is not one to advocate new things 
because they're new. He has an everlasting 
fondness, for instance, for good old-fashioned 
wood surfaces. And while he frequently uses 
plastics, he does so only when they’re more 
serviceable and beautiful than other materials 
—never in imitation of anything else. 

It will be a great loss to residential archi- 
tecture if Stone continues, as he now must as 
a Major in the U. S. Army Air Forces, to 
design airports of the future, or if, when the 
war is over, he returns to designing the type 
of building which first made his reputation— 
buildings such as the Music Hall in Rocke- 
feller Center, and the Museum of Modern Art.

spring garden path is a nice idea to go after in a big 

way, for youll find, once you get started, that it takes 

fewer plants to make a real show than you anticipated. 
Paths are viewed more lengthwise than sideways, so you'll 
need only narrow borders of flowering plants along your path 
to make it colorful in springtime. 

To re-do your garden path, first use the good perennials 
you now have, arranged by color and height to form the back- 
bone of the design. Then tie the loose ends together with patches 
of color put where they’il do the most eood. 

Spring flowers do best when thev’re rooted in and ready to 
go when the first warm days arrive. That’s why, first of all.

Crested Iris. This pert little spring bloomer makes mats of 
foliage from which pop lovely lavender-blue flowers on 3-to- 
6-inch stems in April. It does best in part shade. Try a 


patch among rocks in a woodland path. 


Virginia-Bluebells (Wertensia) should be in every garden. 
Plant it in a partly shaded place with violets and creeping 
myrtle; youll have a combination that will bloom every 


year and take care of itself indefinitely. 


Violas are small size pansies which are perennial and con- 
stant blooming all season but they don’t need to be replanted 
each year, like pansies. You can get them in different colors. 


Best loved of all is old-fashioned Johnny jump-up. 


Lily-of-the-Valley thrives in shade where other flowers 
wont grow, and since it spreads quickly, plant the “pips,” 
as the roots are called, where there’s plenty of room—under 


flowering trees and shrubs, or between big perennials. 


Hardy Candytuft carpets the ground in spring with sheets 
of pure white flowers. It’s ideal to use as an edging for 
garden paths, and the foliage is evergreen. Snowflake is 


most compact, largest flowered variety. 


Tulips. Bulb dealers expect supplies of Holland tulips this 
fall to supplement our small American supply. There will be 
new varieties, we're told. which should blend well in color 


with other spring flowers. Order now. 


Grape Hyacinths are so inexpensive that you can afford to 
use quantities of them to cover up spots under shrubs or 
between clumps of tall growing flowers. They spread by 


seeding, so never snip the old flowers off 


Snow Trillium (7. grandiflorum) is a wild flower, to be 
sure, but you don’t need a wild garden to grow it. Plant in 
average soil with peat or compost added, and in part shade. 


Set several roots a few inches apart in a clump. 


Leopardbane (Doronicum) adds a dash of yellow with its 
daisy-like flowers set off with lettuce-green foliage. Colors 
of tulips blend well with this perennial, especially lavender 


and soft pastel toned varieties. 


Bleeding-Heart was grandma’s favorite, and it still is today. 
Its only drawback is that the tops die down in summer. 
To get around this fault, plant it near late bloomers like 


daylilies, fall asters, Japanese anemone. 


Sweetwilliam Phlox (P. divaricata). You'll want quantities 
of this native flower, if for no other purpose than to fill 
in between clumps of daffodils and tulips with a misty sea 


of fragrant, lavender-blue flowers. 


Moss Phlox comes in too many cood clear colors—iilac, 
pale blue, bright pink, rose-pink and white—so why tolerate 
the old common magenta-pink variety that neighbors want 


to give you. There’s no better plant to edge paths. 


Globeflower, or Trollius, flowers look like huge volden but- 
tercups on two-foot plants. Like the buttercup, it likes 
moist, rich soil and after the first spring bloom you'll get 


more in summer. This is a good cut flower. 


Polyanthus Primroses come in such a rich assortment of 
colors—cream, gold, orange, buff, mauve, dark rose—that 
youll find it hard to resist planting dozens of them alone 


or with tulips, daffodils. violas. (Continued on page 148)

ae desire for home ownership is deeply seated in

Karl died. and his son, the young 
Karl, fell to Beethoven’s charge. 
Beethoven hated Karl’s mother, his 
sister-in-law, with a fanatic hatred. 
He accused her, perhaps rightly, of 
being a liar and a woman of loose 
morals, who “could be bought for 
twenty gulden.” He felt that she 
was no fit mother for the ten-year- 
old boy. So he obtained legal au- 
thority to take Karl away from 
his mother. She appealed to the 
courts against this action, claimed 
that, the boy being hers, he should 
live with her, and protested that 
Beethoven’s deafness made him un- 
fit for his duties as a guardian. 
This appeal was answered by Bee- 
thoven in a long lawsuit which cost 
him endless amounts of anguish 
and anger, and which protracted 
itself in the most ludicrous manner 
until 1820. Then he finally won the 
suit. All this bother was about a 
youngster who was, in truth, an 
ordinary enough boy, and Beetho- 
ven never had any joy from him. 
Even had he been an angelic child, 
Beethoven’s crazy tactics would 
have spoiled him. 

For Beethoven was really no fit 
guardian for any child. He was so 
disorderly that he never had his 
meals at regular hours, only rarely 
had his rooms cleaned, changed his 
lodgings on an impulse, and flew 
into tyrannical tempers when any- 
body crossed him. Imagine such a

man so careless to comfort, so un- 
used to the running of a house, be- 
coming the manager of a young 
child! Now he pathetically tried 
to learn the ways of a housekeeper.

But those servants 
he did hire he quarreled with so 
that once he came to blows with 
one of them, and Beethoven emerged 
with a scratched face. And there 
was Karl, the little boy, mothered 
with monkey love by an uncle who 
poured on him all the affection of 
an emotional, childless, sick, aging 
bachelor, but who at the same time 
forgot to buy him winter clothes 
and lend him a handkerchief. For 
both uncle and nephew the relation- 
ship was disastrous. Whatever little 
health Beethoven had left when 
Karl first came under his care he 
spent on quarreling with the mother. 
A good part of the money Bee- 
thoven possessed was swallowed up 
by the law suit. And Karl became 
an ordinary rake-about-town, and 
eventually, failing his school exam- 
inations, attempted a childish sui- 
cide. He was only slightly wounded ; 
it was the uncle who was more 
seriously wounded. 


UT this happened later. In 1820, 

as I said, Beethoven had just 
managed to take Karl away from 
his mother. And now once again he 
plunged himself into composition 
with all fervor. No, with more fer- 
vor! He immersed himself deeper 
into the stream of his genius be- 
cause he knew there was no escape 
from deafness, no possibility of 
emerging into the normal air. 

Two years before he had begun 
sketching the great Missa 
Solemnis. Now he really went to

work on it. He must have been 
intensely occupied with it already 
in the late summer of the previous 
year. For one of his friends thus 
described a visit to Beethoven in 
August 1819: “It was four o’clock 
in the afternoon. As we entered we 
learned that in the morning both 
servants had gone away, and that 
there had been a quarrel after mid- 
night which had disturbed all the 
neighbors, because, as a conse- 
quence of a long vigil, both had 
gone to sleep and the food which 
had been prepared had become un- 
palatable. In the living room, behind 
a locked door, we heard the master 
singing parts of the fugue of the 
Credo—singing, howling, stamping.

another. But with six or eight good 
companions a lively interchange is 
practically certain. A larger num- 
ber is usually unwieldy, break- 
ing up into little groups, or letting 
the more aggressive seize the center 
of the stage while the more dif- 
fident take the silent sidelines.

Are they compatible? 

Third, you will naturally bring 
together only people you think will 
enjoy each other.

If you live in an 
apartment building, enlist the co- 
operation of all its tenants, for as 
long as the pests are anywhere in 
the building, you are likely to get 
them in your apartment. 

When groceries or laundry are 
delivered, be on the lookout for 
roaches getting a free ride into 
your home. 

Close cracks and crevices to give 
the roaches fewer hiding places. If 
you have seen them in your kitchen, 
don’t use paper on your shelves. 
for they love to hide under it. 

Sodium fluoride is an excellent 
material for combating them, and 
is available at most drug. stores. 
But use it with caution, for it is 
poisonous to human beings and 
pets. Use it pure or mixed with 
equal parts of flour, and dust it 
wherever you suspect the roaches 
travel. Force it into cracks with a 
rubber-bulbed syringe. Persistence 
is as important as the remedy itself. 


OU may also spray liquid in- 
ee. into all crevices which 
you can’t close up—behind and at 
the base of baseboards, also around 
drainboards and water pipes. How- 
ever, the liquid must actually wet 
the bugs in order to kill them. 

A paste-form insecticide is also 
effective. This, too, you may buy 
at your drug store. Spread it on a 
cut potato, and leave it where the 
roaches have been feeding. (Poi- 
sonous to humans and pets — use 
with caution.) 

If you can stomach it, you might 
try this old and simple remedy: 
Saturate a piece of cloth with beer 
and lay it on the floor. Roaches 
will gather under it, and in the 
morning you can kill them simply 
by stepping on the cloth.

GARDENER 


September reveals whether 
you’ve been man or mouse 


during the gardening season 


The votes are all in this month. The 
results cannot be changed materially, 
either one way or the other. You ran 
a good garden or—something less, de- 
pending on your approach. 


If you planned well and executed 
faithfully up to now, you can coast, 
for some of the heaviest crops and the 
finest flowers are bound to come be- 
fore snow flies. 


Tf, on the other hand, you did a 
poor job during the season, now is the 
time to write it off and build better 
for the garden year to come. 


Just because 1945 results are pretty 
much in the bag, though, don't cherish 
for a moment the idea that there is no 
gardening to be done this month. 

There are still weeds waiting to 
flower and go to seed, which means 
trouble in geometric progression next 
year if you don’t dig them out. 


There is no better month to start 
replenishing the fertility of the soil 
you “mined” this year. Winter rye, 
sown between the rows of late crops, 
will start the humus “curve” up again, 
lay a firm foundation for next year. 


And there is no better month than 
this, while the soil is still warm and 
active, to test for acidity and add 
ground limestone if it is needed. Your 
tests will run truer, the lime be working 


by next spring.

That depends. If you have collected possessions for the purpose of 
impressing people, to show how rich or how sophisticated you are, very 
likely they are a burden. If you are in awe of your possessions, keep- 
ing them either carefully put away for safekeeping, or prominently 
(and inconveniently) displayed to impress your guests, then take 
warning. You are beginning to show the symptoms of a distressingly 
overgrown “Pride of Possession.” 

If you have too many things of one kind, but lack other essential 
possessions which you could have afforded if you had distributed your 
spending more equitably, your buying habits need reforming. If you 
own many mediocre things, but no really fine things, and if you don’t 
really use everything you own, perhaps it is time to face the fact that 
you have been wasting your money on spur-of-the-moment spending. 

Pride in one’s possessions is a fine, satisfactory, enduring emotion. 
Only take care that your pride doesn’t grow misshapen, as it will if you 
concentrate on possessions individually, instead of on how they assemble 
with each other, If you keep your eye on the whole, instead of its parts, 


you'll never be a slave to your belongings. 
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he magic that can be wrought with possessions 
—particularly the right combination of posses- 
sions—is one of mankind’s greatest miracles. 

To be able to turn four bare walls, representing 
nothing but shelter from the elements, into a home 
that satisfies the soul and fulfills a deep craving 
for beauty and security is both an art and a neces- 
sity. All mankind has this urge in some form or 
another. But we are not all equally adept at creating 
a home within our four bare walls. 

Some people acquire possessions without any re- 
gard for how they combine into a useful, comfort- 
able whole. They are the magpies of the human 
race, for they acquire possessions not to use them, 
‘but purely to possess them. Their homes tend to 
have too much of one kind of possession and not 
enough of other kinds. They have missed the won- 
derful secret of real homemaking—the secret of 
having their homes serve them, instead of having 
their homes enslave them. 


Other people acquire possessions not as an end, 
but as a means to an end—the end of personal com- 
fort and an integrated beauty. Each proposed ac- 
quisition is weighed in the light of how it will blend 


with old possessions and improve the whole. It is

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@ If Gardner Dailey must be labeled, the 
sign would undoubtedly read “Modern Archi- 
tect,” although that doesn’t describe him 
adequately. 

He has, along with other architects of the 
Pacific Coast, contributed importantly to the 
kind of residential architecture that finds ex- 
pression in simplicity of design and richness 
of materials. But if there is one contribution 
that is distinctly Dailey, it is his ability to 
sculpture house and site into a single com- 
position. He is the master of the uneven site. 
In the Eastern United States, since Colonial 
days, the procedure has been: clear a site, 
level it off, build a house—and then landscape 
it. But, in California, houses are built into the 
existing landscape. And in that architectural 
function, Dailey has few peers and no. betters. 

His feeling for site planning is no accident, 
however; Gardner Dailey began his profes- 
sional life as a landscape architect. But be- 
cause he saw that environment was more than 
flowers and trees, and that surroundings were 
more than four walls and a roof, he became 
what could be called “a homescape architect.” 

Someone has said that Dailey is an archi- 
tect by intuition, an effortless designer, who 
seems to arrive at conclusions by instinct 
rather than by pushing his pencil along a 
theory. In designing a house, they say, he con- 
ceives space in his mind, and imagines beauty 
whole. And then it turns out that there’s little 
waste space in the hallways, the closets are 
spacious, the living room is beautiful, and 
the air-conditioning works, 

Like all good modern architects, Dailey is 
a skeptic—as skeptical about the new doc- 
trines as he is about the old. It’s one thing, 
he says, to accept a self-tested truth, and quite 
another to copy an existing form. 

His formal schooling in San Francisco and 


Stanford University was a coupling of engi- 


neering and botany. Besides putting both 
those pursuits to work as an architect, he uses 
the first in his work as a regional planner, 
and the second in his hobby of < ollecting rare 
ind exotic plants,

Francisco Museum of Art, a member of the 
San Francisco Planning Commission, and @ 
radio commentator of considerable, if local 
distinction.

solution uses a lot which faces the west, where the street 
is. The prevailing winds are from the northerly half of 
the compass. The only possible spot where the house could 
serve as a windbreak is in that L in the front yard between 
the garage and the house. But who wants to sit in the front 
yard on display to all the passersby! 

So our solution is to create a sunpocket at the rear 
northern corner of the lot. To all intents it is a very private 
garden nook. But when you know how carefully it is 
oriented to the sun and winds, you realize it is really a 
room—an outdoor living room for use especially in early 
spring and late fall. 

You will note that we combine real structural walls with 
plantings. Plantings alone would not suffice. Hedges and 
shrubs, even though dense, do not really stop the wind. 
They only break it. 

A substantial wall of wood or other solid building 
material, at least eight feet high, is what you need to keep 
you sheltered from penetrating breezes. The particular 
type of sunpocket shown here has its protecting wall maae 
of wood, with structural posts and rails and panels of 
flush boarding laid diagonally. 

Two sections of the wall, each six feet wide, are fixed: 
and are constructed as an ordinary fence would be, with 
seven feet high posts firmly embedded in the ground in 
concrete, On each side of the “fixed” portion are three 
movable panels, each six feet wide.

And, lest you have any qualms about what placement is 
best for the function and well-being of the instrument's 
strings and sounding board, we've checked with the ex- 
perts, who say that the piano should never be exposed to 
dampness or heat. Keep it away from windows that are 
frequently open, keep it out of direct sunlight, and away 
from radiators and heat registers. They recommend semi- 
annual tunings, preferably in spring and fall.

The answer, then, is espal- 
iered fruit, perfected by the gardeners in France who also 
were faced with lack of space. These trees, bought from a 
nursery. can be trained in several ways: horizontal like the 
rails of a fence, vertical like a candelabra, or diagonal like 
the lattice on an arbor. Once started, they require little 
pruning to maintain their interesting pattern. Dwarf trees 
are generally selected for this purpose, grafted on root- 
stocks. of a sturdy variety. Select a wall with partial sun, 
for full south exposure plus heat reflected from the wall 
will open buds too early, subject them to late, killing frosts, 





SE a high branched variety of apple tree as a focal 
lee in your forecourt. Few trees will beat it for 
appearance, to say nothing of yield! Apples demand care, 
to be sure, but not out of proportion to what they give in 
return.

HESE panels are attached to 

each other and to the fixed por- 
tion of the fence by invisible, 
double-action hinges, much as those 
on your swinging door.

The traps take into account the 
fact that silverfish cannot crawl up 
smooth, vertical surfaces. Fasten 
adhesive tape to the outside of 
small, empty cold cream jars or 
ointment jars. The tape will give 
the insects footing. Bait the jars 
with a teaspoonful of flour. The 
silverfish will be attracted by the 
bait and will climb into the jars, 
but will be unable to crawl up the 
smooth inner walls. The distasteful 
part of the job, of course. is col- 
lecting the insects in a paper bag 
and stepping on it or burning it. 


Wwe you store books or valu- 
able papers, make sure they 
are in air-tight containers in a dry 
room. Paradichlorobenzene _ scat- 
tered in the containers will help 
to repel the silverfish. Use paradi- 
chlorobenzene also in bureau draw- 
ers and closets to keep. silverfish 
away from your clothes. 

Silverfish are likely to become 
numerous in cellars and_ boiler 
rooms, because they are attracted 
by the warmth. If you find many 
in your basement, spray the floor 
and walls with a saturated solution 
of paradichlorobenzene in carbon 
tetrachloride. 

When it is available again, you 
can use pyrethrum powder to get 
rid of silverfish. Sprinkle fresh 
pyrethrum liberally on bookshelves 
and on the books themselves. The 
treatment has to be repeated fre- 
quently because the powder loses 


its strength rapidly.

Fire experts suggest that a va- 
porizing liquid extinguisher, known 
as a “VL”, be kept in every kitchen, 
and if the homeowner can afford it, 
a foam extinguisher be kept in the 
basement near the oil burner, and 
a soda acid be used on the second 
and third floors of the house. 

When you check your extin- 
guisher, first examine the hose, gas- 
ket, nozzle, outer sheli, and seams 
for signs of clogging, corrosion, 
denting or tampering. If they need 
to be repaired, send them imme- 
diately to the manufacturer for 
proper conditioning. 


tS soda acid and foam extin- 


guishers should be recharged 
every year, even though they have 
used. The vaporizing 
liquid need not be recharged, un- 
less it has been used, but the pump 


action should be tested. 


not been 


The recharging can be done at 
home, preferabiy out of doors. If 
you feel you need help, ask the 
man from whem you bought your 
extinguisher. Or perhaps your Fire 
Department can send someone. 

The old charge, in the case of 
soda acid and foam extinguishers, 
is. best discharged in a driveway 
or vacant lot, or into a washtub. 
It is inadvisable to discharge it 
on grass and flowers, because the 
contents may injure plantings. 

After discharging the soda acid 
extinguisher, unscrew the top and 
remove the cage with the acid bot- 
tle, which is suspended in the neck 
of the extinguisher. Thoroughly 
wash all interior parts with clean 
water and drain the water through 
the hose. Then dissolve the pow- 
dered chemical refill in a clean 
container and finish the recharging 
jo» following directions. 

The foam extinguisher contains 
an inner chamber in place of the 
cage containing the acid bottle, and 
two solutions for recharging have 
to be mixed—one to go in the shell 
and the other into the inner cham- 
ber. Otherwise, the same instruc- 
tions apply and are given in detail 
on the recharge package. 

To test the action of the vapor- 
izing liquid extinguisher, discharge 
a little of the liquid into a clean, 
dry container (a glass fruit jar 
will do very well). The test liquid 
can then be poured back into the 
extinguisher through the _ filler 
opening at the top. Don’t use any 
lubricants on the piston. 

After each extinguisher is re- 
charged, mark the date of the re- 
charging on the tag attached to the 
handle as a yearly reminder.

It is well 
to keep vegetables off the floor it- 
self in order to allow free circula- 
tion of air. Potatoes may be piled 
in large boxes or bins, provided 
they have been “hardened off” be- 
fore being put into storage. Root 
crops like carrots, beets, turnips, 
and parsnips will keep best if 
stored in bushel boxes or “apple” 
boxes which have been packed with 
fresh sand. “Fresh” in this case 
means naturally moist but by no 
means wet.

This Christmas give heirlooms—not from the dusty past, 
but from the useful works of art that modern American 
artist-craftsmen are creating. They are the museum-worthy 


designs that coming generations will collect and treasure 


O you collect antiques, cherish grandfathers’ clocks, or Georgian 

silver? These are heirlooms and, if you prize them, it isn’t simply 

because they are old. They must be useful and, above all, they must 
be beautiful, symbolizing the best design and craftsmanship of the pe- 
riod that produced them. You revere in them the skill of the hand which 
carved the wood or hammered the silver, expressing in a useful object 
the ageless beauty that is good design. 

There are just such heirlooms in the making today. And if you are 
unaware of them, it is probably because faraway hills have been look- 
ing too green to you, as they do to most of us. You think of heirlooms 
as accomplished facts, treasures garnered from the past or from faraway 
lands. But right here, now, in America you can collect heirlooms on the 
way up, while their gifted makers are still living and developing their 
gifts. This year, explore this new, potential heirloom market for Christ- 
mas gifts, instead of the shiny gadgets you might have bought. Give a 
lasting investment in useful beauty, such as a tray that may one day 
be a candidate for a museum showcase, or a length of hand-woven textile © 
that collectors of 20th Century Americana may some day vie for. 

These works of art are being made this minute by a vigorous, grow- 
ing group of American hand craftsmen and designers who apply to every 
useful object they create the free and mobile principles of contemporary 
design. They give us furnishings to fit the kind of living we enjoy in 
this era, fashioning them in the materials of our time—wood, metals, 
textiles, ceramics, plastics, glass, leather. They do their work by hand. 
but they are the keynoters for the machines, dictating by their example 
the designs manufacturers produce for mass consumption. 

All modern hand craftsmen are not equally gifted, but the work of 
many of them has already been acknowledged as of heirloom status, 
shown in museums and prized by private collectors. Some work inde- 
pendently, others in groups, pooling ideas, tools, and techniques. Some 
groups are under the leadership of a great artist craftsman, like Glen 
Lukens, Willard Sheets, and the Albers. Others are regional, like the 
Portland (Oregon) Ceramic Guild, ihe Vermont Craft Group, the Folly 
Cove Group, and the Peter Hunt group of Cape Cod. 

Across the page and on the two following pages you will see what 
tomorrow’s heirlooms look like.

A good painting does the same thing for a decorative setting—lifts 
it out of the ordinary, gives it new character and a certain special- 
ness. Skip back mentally over the rooms th 


at have impressed you in 
the past as being somehow 


“different”—rooms in the homes of your 
friends, in decorating shows, or in magazine illustrations. It’s a ten- 
to-one wager that in almost all of them, there were original works 
of art. 

Why did the art. give the settings ‘a more “personal” atmosphere, 
a certain intimate warmth and alive-ness? Simply because every good 
painting is an expression, in color and line, of an emotional experience 
of the artist—a symbol of man’s eternal search for truth, for freedom 
of the spirit and the intellect, for perfection, for a philosophy of life. 
And when you hang such a painting in a room it has the same in- 
tangible but very real effect that a creative and vital personality would 
have upon you. 

The artist will express his emotions in many different Ways: in a 
picture as simple as a red barn on a snow-covered hillside; or as com- 
plex as an exploration of the subconscious, put down in the form of 
an “abstraction,” an “impression,” a “non-objective” picture. The 
meaning of these more subtle expressions of feeling probably never 
could be put into words by the non-artist, if, indeed, it can be put into 
words by the artist himself. For that reason, “What does it mean?” 
is often a foolish question, for it cannot be answered except in the 
sensations and emotions it transfers from the artist to you. 

Would a print, a machine-made reproduction of a fine painting have 
the same intimate, “personal” appeal as the original? No, because this 
original is the very piece of canvas or art paper upon which the artist 
worked for days, for weeks, for months, perhaps for even years; these 
are the very oils, or water colors, or tempera paints he mixed himself: 
these are the actual, live mediums in which he expressed an idea, a 
sensation, an emotion. In short, this painting has become a part of the 
artist himself, a bit of his creative personality that comes into your 
room when you hang his work of art.

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Make the FRAME 
WORTHY OF THE PICTURE

nul recently, picture framing as an art 

was in a very deep, very narrow rut. Only 

in an occasional gallery or in an artist’s 
studio did some creative soul have the genius 
to give good pictures the settings they de- 
served. On the upswing, however, is a refresh- 
ing new trend; the artists and designers, bless 
them, have given the hypodermic of imagina- 
tion to the whole conception of framing— 
and you'll be seeing more and more exciting 
ideas for making your own pictures extremely 
decorative as well as more satisfying artis- 
tically. 

Take as an example the dramatic framing 
of the Lucille Corcos oil painting “Sunday 
Morning Breakfast” in the large photo at left. 
Its original frame, shown in the small photo 
adjoining, was good enough as conventional 
frames go. But see what stature the picture 
has gained, scaled up and set off importantly 
by a frame-within-frame treatment.

Among other framing variations are the 
shadow box reversed, back becoming front, 
to give a convex surface upon which to dis- 
play the picture; a shadow box superimposed 
on a wide, flat frame, to focus attention on a 
small but important painting and to scale up, 
at the same time, the over-all proportions; 
a reversed shadow box within a larger shadow 
box, to give a third dimension of depth; an 
enormously broad, flat wood molding, often 
as wide as 12 to 15 inches, used without a 
mat (see photo at lower left on opposite page ) 
to give high drama to a modern painting; and, 
for oils, no framing at all—just a simple strip 
of plain flat wood molding around the out- 
side rim to cover the nails holding the canvas.

ood looks, personality, and a toothsome harvest of table fruit, wines, 

and preserves—what more could you ask of any plant? Well, that’s what 

the grape offers. And if you're a small-scale gardener in a little space, 
it can even pay an extra dividend, by taking over the decorative jobs usually 
left to vines that have no more to contribute than beauty. That’s why we’re 
talking about grapes in this second of a series of articles on small-garden 
plants that serve as ornaments as well as utilities. (See the first article, “Four 
New Roles for the Old Apple Tree,” in our October issue, page 103.) 

Suppose you have, in your limited space, a fence to hide, a terrace to 
shade, or a porch to screen. The grape is your buy. For in one fell swoop 
you're getting a functional planting, a decorative vine, and the makings of 
your grape jelly, without wasting any square footage or having to labor over 
three different plants. 

You can depend upon the grape vine to do its job handsomely. Its noble, 
notched leaves are every bit as decorative as ivy or euonymus, and the char- 
jacteristic gnarled beauty of its trunk and the spread of its canes give it a 
‘picturesque, structural quality you don’t find in many other vines. In the 
quickness of its growth and density of its leaf coverage, too, it is the equal 
of many purely ornamental vines, like clematis or wistaria. And in the fall 
jit adds fragrance to its other virtues. So, if you have a dining terrace to 
hide from public view, a vine trained over a pergola will provide not only 
the screen you want but the pleasantest of settings for outdoor meals in 
autumn. With grapes, you see, you can't lose. 
|. Grapes can be grown in any soil from California to Massachusetts, as far 
‘south as Georgia and as far north as New York State. There are two general 
types 





eastern and northern or “hardy” grapes, and the western or “vini- 
ffera” grapes, such as flourish in California, Arizona, and Oregon. You would 
ichoose the type that suits your climate, of course, and on page 136 we list 
and describe a number of varieties of each type so that you can decide which 
will serve your purposes best. ; 

| CULTURE. Grapes need good drainage and circulation of air, so they 
prosper when planted on a sloping site. The best soil for them is gravelly 
Joam, which should be enriched about every three years with stable manure or 
ereen manure. They need good cultivation during the early part of the season, 
but a green manure crop, a combination of vetch and rye, can be planted ” 
July and turned over in the fall. Two-year-old plants (cost about $6-$10 per 
dozen), if planted in the spring, will bear the second spring after planting. 
If they are planted in the fall, you can expect fruit a (Continued on page 133)

What has 


happened to them may be happening to all of America 


Jot often can a magazine gather, for one 
issue, the photographic record of one fam- 
ily’s succession of houses. So almost never 

Is it possible to examine how and why one family 
changes its standards of what a good home is. 

Particularly unusual are these four houses. 
For each is a good house. Every day, all about 
us, we see examples of homes that improve as 
income climbs, or as tastes improve. But here, 
on these eight pages, you see a succession of 
homes—all of which are good, complete, and 
beautiful. 

So their significance is something beyond 
quality. Their meaning becomes broader, typify- 
ing, perhaps, a national trend.

The last 
remnant om governmental control over the 
individual’s decision as to what he wants to 
build or where or when he builds it has been 
removed. No more does he have to ask the gov- 
ernment approval of anything, unless he wants 
an FHA insured loan, and in that case he is 
confronted with nothing more than prewar pro- 
cedures. 

There is, of course, more to getting building 
started than the mere removal of the construc. 
tion controls, We have to have the materials with 
which to build. And here, it must be said, the 
pains of reconversion are sharp, 

Many building materials plants had been shut 
down during the war. Many had been producing 
other than their customary lines. Wage problems, 
manpower problems, and price problems have 
prevented the resumption of manufacturing as 
rapidly as at first looked possible. Nevertheless. 
there is a good probability that by spring the 
supply of the ordinary construction materials 
will be ample enough for the amount of building 
ready to start at that time. 

So, if you want to build in 1946, you may go 
ahead now with your plans, with the assurance 
that the government will no longer dictate what 
you may do or where you may do it. And unless 
you are determined to wait for the laboratories 
to turn out some of the still mythical building 
materials, you should be able to find what is 
necessary to complete your house. 

It may seem a bit strange that you can make 
up your mind to do what you want not only with 
the hope of getting permission, but without even 
the need for asking permission, but it is a fact, 
nevertheless. 

You are free to build—but is it a good time 
to build? What about prices? What about future 
values? 

Prices will be high, by comparison with what 
your house would have cost in 1939 or 1940. The 
cost of everything that makes up the house has 
risen either a little or a great deal. Wages are 
higher both in the plants that make the materials 
and for the labor that finally puts the house 
together. Materials are higher; some like lumber 
a great deal higher; others like cement only a 
little. Your lot may, if you live in a city that 
has had a permanent increase in population, cost 
you more than it would have cost in 1940. 

But as a whole, these prices are not likely 
to be as high as they were during the war, and 
may in fact sag appreciably below the levels 
they reached when the war-time labor and mate- 
rials scarcities were at their worst. OPA still 
has its control over materials and equipment 
prices, and, while it has yielded in cases where 
increased labor and other costs have seriously 
risen, it is determined to hold prices down as 
firmly as it can until supplies are abundant. 


(2) 


And the supply seems likely to build up much 
faster than the demand for them will come from 
the builders. Transporting materials will be 
easier than it was during the war. Labor will 
be more plentiful and more efficient than it was 
during the war. Many of the war-time builder’s 
indirect costs will be reduced. Consequently, 
there is not likely to be a serious squeeze from 
the materials level. 

There is fear in some governmental agencies 
that, even though prices that the builder has to 
pay may be kept fairly well in line, the benefit 
of this will not be passed on to the home buyer. 
With a great rush to buy, they say, builders 
may apply the squeeze from their side. Whether 
or not this is true depends a great deal on how 
much caution and common sense buyers them- 
selves display; and there is evidence that buyers 
are likely to be cautious. At any rate, for the next 
year at least, the prospective homeowner who 
contracts to build a house should, if he gets 
competitive bids, be able to get the best advan- 
tage of the existing price controls and the first 
flush of an expanded materials supply. 

There is a good probability that we may have 
a period of fairly stable costs. While a sag from 
war levels may be expected as factories get 
back to peacetime work, and the size and effi- 
ciency of the building labor force increases, no 
sharp drop should occur after the first adjust- 
ments have been made. In fact, for the long pull 
there may be a rise in building costs from those 
of the next few years. A combination of a num- 
ber of things, from higher wages to low interest 
rates, might bring this about. 

Therefore, 1946 may be the year for you, if 
you are ready. Here are a few hints to follow: 

1. Hire an architect—and a good one, well 
versed in the economics of planning and the use 
of materials. An efficient plan and a simple 
design can go a long way to counteract price 
increase. 

2. Specify the materials that are in fullest 
supply in your locality. Seek to get lasting 
quality in the materials you use. And here there 
has been favorable progress. Our post-war ma- 
terials will in many cases be of better quality 
than we knew before. Consequently, though 
prices may be higher, maintenance costs will be 
lower. 

3. Don’t undertake more than you can afford. 
Any change from prewar prices does not alter 
the prewar principles of the relation of the cost 
of your house to your income or your carrying 
costs to your income (See House Beautirut for 
January and April, 1945). 

- 4. Borrow as little as possible. If you have 
the savings, put them into the house and keep 
the mortgage down. If a temporary depression 
should oceur, your own investment will be a pro- 
tection against default.

Maybe, 
when limited quantities of the new insect 
poison were released to civilians last 
August, you were lucky enough to get 
some, or you know somebody who did. 
And, in more cases than anyone ex- 
pected, disappointment followed. The 
insects, instead of vanishing overnight, 
were still there. : 
What does it mean? What about the 
magic properties of DDT as a bug killer? 
Can it really keep your house insect- 
free? Should you try it? 

The answer to these questions, based 
on information given HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 
by entomologists, manufacturers, and 
Department of Agriculture experts, is 
wholly satisfactory. DDT is by all odds 
the most persistent destroyer of insect 
life ever discovered. But you have to 
understand the way it acts, how much 
to use, and how to apply it. 

Most of the bewilderment resulting 
from its sudden appearance on store 
counters can be traced to three things: 

1. Because quantities were scarce 
and demand enormous, too littlke DDT 
was put in many solutions sold. 

2. It was used like previous insect 
sprays—squirted at bugs as they ap- 
peared, which is not the way to use DDT. 
3. When insects did not roll over and 
die at once, as they don’t with DDT, the 
insecticide was considered ineffective. 
The truth about DDT is that it is a 
different kind of insect poison from 
what most of us have been used to. Be- 
cause of this, there are definite differ- 


ences in the way in which you should 
use it both inside your home and in 
your garden.

As to the. other new records, my 
own favorite is Brahms’s Piano 
Concerto No. 2, with Arturo Tos- 
canini conducting the N.B.C. Sym- 
phony Orchestra and Vladimir 
Horowitz playing the piano part. 


The album is a companion piece | 


to the phenomenal Toscanini-Horo- 
witz recording of the Tchaikovsky 
Piano Concerto. It is one of 
Brahms’s great works, which, of 
course, means that it is great music. 
though Brahms himself, who was 
always running down his own ac- 
complishments, described the giant 
as a “tiny, tiny piano concerto with 
a tiny, tiny wisp of a scherzo.” The 
performance, with the truest bal- 
ance between piano and orchestra, 
is such a one as the composer him- 
self might have dreamed of. 

Of the new recordings of other 
great and familiar music, I like the 
Beethoven Symphony No. 7 done 
by the Philadelphia Orchestra 
under Eugene Ormandy. The rhyth- 
mic sweep of this symphony is re-

Cuttings of the rose blossoms. 

The perennial plants may be cut 
half way down the stalks; in cut- 
ting annuals, leave at least 4 inches. 


PREPARING AND DRYING 
SACHET MATERIALS 


There are two simple ways of 
drying herbs in the home. One 
method is to use house screens (or 
screening tacked to crude frames) 
and prop them on packing boxes 
or chairs in a well-ventilated room 
or attic. Over the screening goes 
a layer of cheesecloth, on which the 
herbs are strewn evenly, Turn 
herbs once daily. 

A second simple method is to tie 
the herbs in small bunches and 
hang them from cords stretched 
back and forth across the attic. 
This is perhaps the best way, if 
your attic is warm and has cross 
ventilation. 

It will take an average of 6 to 
8 days for the herbs to dry out 
thoroughly, and then you’re ready 
to begin preparation of the mix- 
tures. First, strip leaves from the 
stems and pull off the blossoms. 
Store flowers and leaves loosely in 
glass screw-lid jars (coffee jars 
make good containers). Keep the 
leaves and flowers of each herb in 
a separate jar. And don’t throw the 
stems away; tied in fagots, they 
make good fuel to toss on an open 
fire, giving a clean, fragrant at- 
mosphere to the room. Southern- 
wood, balm, thyme, and lavender 
stems when burned will clear cook- 
ing odors from a small apartment. 

Now you are ready to become a 
sachet virtuoso. You will need to 
buy several materials: thin cotton 
batting, silks and other fabrics 
you'll want for the sachet covers 
plus these professional items. 

Powdered gum benzoin: 1 pound 

Florentine Iris: 1 pound 

Musk: 4% pound 

Crushed Calamus: Y pound 

Powdered Ambergris: Y% pound 

These are all fixatives to make 
your fragrances longer-lasting. As 
a beginner, gum benzoin alone will 
do, but you will eventually want to 
experiment with the others, too. 
Your druggist can get them for you 
from a wholesale place like Eimer 
and Agpend of 49 East 34th St., 
New York City. 

You might also get 1 pound of 
ground pine needles; 1 pound of 
ground sweet fern; and ¥% pound 
each of coarsely ground cloves, 
mace, nutmeg, cinnamon, allspice.

insecticides, especially with pyre- 
thrum and other quick knock-down 
type ecoming available again 
with the end of the war. 

There are a good many sprays 
on the market right now which 
have both types of insect poison 
in them. Unfortunately, many do 
not contain enough DDT to guar- 
antee a residual effect, although 
they will kill the insects when the 
spray hits them. 

The owners of the patents on 
DDT make no claims for it as a 
quick knock-down insecticide. For 
use against cockroaches, for ex- 
ample, Dr. George R. Ferguson, 
chief entomologist for Geigy Com- 
pany, Inc., told us some manufac- 
turers are adding pyrethrum to a 
10% DDT dust to hasten the 
process of killing roaches. 

“Pest Control Operators say 
DDT is the best roach control ever 
used,” said Dr. Ferguson. “But it 
is slow, as most roach poisons have 
been. The best effects can be ob- 
tained when it is combined with 
a quick knock-down poison.” 

Once you know how DDT is sup- 
posed to act, much of your bewil- 
derment should disappear. But you 
also must be sure you are using 
sufficient amounts of it to do each 
job.-You may have been deceived 
into thinking you used the right 
amount when you didn’t. Some 


products, proudly flaunting the 
words “100% active ingredients” 
actually contain infinitesimal 


amounts of DDT. DDT was car- 
ried on the label as a sales point, 
that’s all. Such solutions will kill 
insects they hit, during the spray- 
ing, but there is no lasting effect. 
It takes from 3% to 5% DDT in 
one application to give desired 
residual effect. The weaker the so- 
lution, the shorter the period of 
its effectiveness.

But products with 
only a little DDT in them may be 
perfectly good insecticides when 
used in the old-fashioned Way, and 
they may be 100% active as well. 
For other insect poisons are also 
active; even refined, deodorized 
kerosene, the carrier for many 
commercial sprays, can truthfully 
be called active. Under the Federal 
Insecticide Act, covering products 
shipped in interstate commerce, 
labels on insecticides must not be 
false or misleading. There is no 
stipulation that they must bear in- 
gredient statements when all ingre- 
dients are active. 

DDT is not a panacea for all 
pests, though it comes nearer than 
we have ever come before. In ex- 
tensive Department of Agriculture 
tests it has been tried so far against 
some 170 common pests. It is sure- 
fire against flies, mosquitoes, bed- 
bugs, three kinds of human lice, 
gnats, the gypsy moth, and others. 
But there are at least 14 pests so 
far tested, against which it does 
not seem effective, among them 
the Mexican bean beetle and the 
cotton boll weevil. 

On the basis of what has been 
learned up to now, DDT can be 
recommended with greater assur- 










ance for use inside your home than 
in your garden, though it even- 
tually may greatly modify insect 
control among food crops, too. The 
reasons for being less sure about 
spraying vegetables and fruit than 
the surfaces of your living room 
are: 

1. DDT is a tough sticker. Once 
on, it is hard to wash off. This 
means that leafy vegetables, such 
as cabbage and lettuce, may con- 
tain tiny amounts of it many weeks 
after spraying, and so go to your 
table. The amounts probably are 
so small as to do no damage, but 
why take a chance? Especially 
when other garden poisons, which 
may be washed or scrubbed off, kill 
some of the pests quite adequately. 
2. DDT will kill good insects as 
well as bad, if used indiscrimi- 
nately. In the case of honey bees 
this might be serious because of

It is too soon to know it all. Large- 
scale spraying of forest areas has 
been going on this summer and fall 
to determine the effect of DDT on 
beneficial insects, fish, birds, and 
other wild life.

of ponds and lakes it might kill 
fish—for it is 
against cold-blooded animals. And 
it does kill certain insects which

prey on insect pests, such as the 
lady-bird beetle, an insect that 
keeps under control the mites that 
appear on orchard trees. Your use 
of it in your garden, if you do not 
use too much, are careful to spread 
it on foliage rather than on the 
hearts of flowers where bees go for 
pollen, and if you avoid its use 
on vegetables within three weeks of 
picking, skipping the leafy kinds 
entirely, probably will do no harm. 
(NOTE: Use on squash, pumpkins, 
melons, may cause some injury to 
the plants.)

To sum up, what should you do 
with DDT now in order to get the 
best results possible at the present 
stage of development? 

i. Use it freely against bedbugs

a steel or wood measure. 
tape measures are not al- 
measurement as you take it, and 
be accurate about it. For the width 
of shades to be hung inside the 
casing, take the inside casement 
measure. This is the exact number 
of inches, measured straight be- 
tween the points where the brackets 
will be installed. This will be the 
distance from sash-run to sash-run, 
from stop-bead to stop-bead, or 
from jamb-to-jamb. 

For the width of shades to be 
hung on outside brackets, that is, 
on the casing itself, take the inside 
jamb-to-jamb measure. The shade 
maker will allow the extra width 
needed in cloth and roller. 

For length, measure the window 
from the under side of the top cas- 
ing down to the sill and add six 
inches. This extra length forestalls 
the danger of ripping the cloth 
from the roller. 

If you are ordering new shades 
to replace old ones and don’t plan 
to change the position of the pres- 
ent brackets, just measure the old 
roller from tip to tip to get width. 
For length, unroll shade complete- 
ly and measure the cloth. 

And while we’re on the subject 
of window shades, a timely sugges- 
tion is that two pair of shades per 
window will help insulate you from 
the cold.

The first job is to make a good survey of the condition of your 
trees and shrubs. Search for any branches that are broken and hang- 
ing. Prune them. off sharply and neatly to prevent their blowing and 
tearing the bark. Be sure your tools are sharp, for a clean cut is 
essential. In trees, particularly, look for any dangerous spots which 
will be the cause uf later damage. A enoreh between two branches 
or trunks which have started to split should certainly be fixed, for 
ice and snow will collect there and cause the split to increase. 
Heavy tops, whose branches have grown over-heavy for their trunks 
should be braced with chain or rods for the weight of a coating of 
ice may be the straw that breaks the camel’s back. 

Interior rot or decay should, of course, be fixed at the same time. 
No amateur should attempt to do large tree cavity work or heavy 
bracing himself—these are jobs for the experts, but it is up to the 
amateurs to spot the danger signs and have them remedied. 


Dwarf fruit trees and small ornamental flowering trees should be firmly 
staked. Drive two or three stakes (2 x 2 inches) into the ground to the frost 
line about 8-12 inches from the trunk. Stakes should extend upward about 
two-thirds of the height of the tree and should be tied to the tree with can- 
vas strips or wire run through a piece of old hose. It is good insurance, too, 
to put a piece of wire mesh around the trunks to keep hungry rodents from 
nibbling. Let the wire mesh go into the ground about an inch and extend 
about 18 inches up the trunk, 


By now, the first hard frost has certainly hit most northern re- 
gions which means it is time to consider mulches.

Many times an over-solicitous garder 
will heap leaves, manure, and straw over newly planted bulbs or 
to diseover next spring that the bloom is spotted and sketchy. In 4 
first place, putting a mulch on too early in the season is an o 
invitation for all the mice in the vicinity to hole in right there 
the winter and feed on whatever they find. In the second pl 
many of our common bulbs actually require a good freezing

The basic idea of mulching is not to keep the plants warm, i 

keep the temperature constant, to keep the ground frozen, 
to allow the spring sun to warm up the ground gradually and eve 
It is the early spring sun which causes the damage, heaving pe 
nials out of the ground with intermittent freezing and thawing, 
causing evergreens to give off moisture through their leaves w 
the soil around their roots is still frozen and unable to reple 
the supply. So protective mulches should go on after the grot 
is really and honestly frozen for good! 


Evergreens, and broad-leaved evergreens particularly, need mulches| 
the reason above. If rhododendron, laurel, boxwood, azaleas, yew, and 


















are planted where they will get direct south or west sun, it is advisabli 
protect them with a burlap screen or other form of sun break. This will 
vent the browned and dead spots, so conspicuous and ugly in the springt 
which most people call winter-killing, but which in reality is nothing 


sun-scald, 


Roses should be tucked in for good by this time and the 
step is hilling up the soil around each bush, to cover at least tl 
or four buds. Then add a mulch of straw or leaves and pin d 
with a few branches to keep the mulch in place. Standard r 
should be wrapped with straw and burlap and have soil around 
roots. Climbers should be detached, if possible, laid on the gro} 
and protected as above. If the fall season has been particularly 
water the ground around the roses thoroughly before putting 
the winter mulch.
